Short staffed as it is, the Deddington Fire Service can no 
longer promise full-time coverage during the day. A minor fire can so quickly become a conflagration 
when there are no professionals on the other end of the phone. Surely it won’t take a disaster to mobilise 
new recruits ? 

There has been some confusion over eligibility for the new low-cost homes off the Hempton Road. We 
enclose a leaflet with this issue, which should make the matter clearer. Molly Neild contributes a 
summary of the CDC meeting of October 13 which dealt with residents’ housing, medical and traffic 
concerns. 

Bill Ivings was Deddington born and bred. His death last month diminishes the community. Bill 
Dickinson began bellringing under Bill’s tuition only two years ago. It seems an appropriate tribute to 
Bill Ivings’ long and ongoing contribution to village life that a recent ‘pupil’ should wnie a brief 
appreciation.

LOW COST HOUSING - progress report 
Richard Coulston (Oxford Citizens Housing 
Assoc.), James Moore (Western Counties, the 
contractors) and Jim Danks (CDC) summarised 
progress to date, and answered questions. 
Main points: The contractors have now taken 
possession of the site. As in much of North 
Oxfordshire, topsoil contains very small quantities 
of naturally occurring arsenic and to comply with 
recent legislation must be removed and replaced. 
Dwellings will be of brick with concrete roof tiles 
and upve windows and fascias. There will be 2 
off-road parking spaces per dwelling, and no 
garages. 16 houses for rental and 7 for shared 
ownership should be ready for occupation at the 
beginning of August 2000. Cherwell's Local Plan 
does not envisage any further developments in 
the parish for 10 years. 

LOW-COST HOUSING - who qualifies? 

The main discussion/argument centred on how 

the 23 houses will be allocated, the essential 

qualifications being local connection and need.

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GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST ~ PARISH & 
DEANERY MAGAZINES by RUTH JOHNSON 
The Deddington Library at the end of the 19° 
century had its difficulties through which it was 
supported — need | say - by the villagers. Well 
before 1879 a Library and Reading Room existed 
in the Town Hall. From 1879 to 1888 a local 
Committee was in charge, held annual meetings, 
made public the accounts and planned to raise 
money to supplenent members’ subscriptions. By 
1883 the Library owned 700 books and received 
13 different newspapers and periodicals. Local 
unpaid ‘librarians’ supervised the lending and 
Reading Room which also boasted games. Non- 
members could borrow a book for a halfpenny per 
volume. 

In 1886 the closure of the Institution, due to 
“considerable dissatisfaction”, was avoided when 


Just reading these bye-laws gives a clue to the 
troubles — “No smoking on the premises until 
Spm. Ali Games, excepting Chess and Draughts to 
be confined to the lower room and no new 
members under sixteen years of age to be 
admitted.” Sadly, in spite of the changes, the 
Library and Reading Room, after thirty years, 
came to an end due to the opening of two similar 
institutions in the village. But Deddingtonians do 
not give up that easily | In February 1889 the 
Library was re-opened as a ‘parochial library’ 
and the Vicar, taking pity on the young, later 
instituted a library in the Vicarage loft, (the old 
Vicarage) opening for half an hour on Saturdays 
in the winter months for — very correctly — girls at 

4 pm and boys at 7 pm !

BILL IVINGS, aged 78 years. 

Bill lived in Deddington all his life, except for serving in the Royal Army Service Corps in the last war. He 
married Freda in 1945 and they had two children.

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BILL IVINGS 1921 -— 1999 from BILL DICKINSON (HON. SEC. BELLRINGERS) 
Bill was born in Deddington in the house at the end of Goose Greeen, but his family moved to Philcote 
S treet just before his 8" birthday. At Deddington Church School his favourite subject was woodwork 
and from 14 to 16 he worked in the local sweet shop. While completing his bricklaying apprenticeship 
he and his brother, Henry, delivered Sunday newspapers. After his retirement in 1986, at the age of 65, 
he happily spent time in his potting shed and garden. A practical man. 
There are folk who are called ‘Pillars of the Church’. Bill was certainly that. Always an active member of 
the Parish Church, he was encouraged by his mother, a school teacher, and his father, who was Captain 
of the bellringers. Bill began as a choir boy and then, at 11, started to ring the bells. He rang for more 
than 65 years, supervising the taking down of the bells for major restoration and subsequent re-hanging 
in 1986.

In 1995 Bill and Freda celebrated their Golden Wedding, one of his ambitions, as his three brothers had 
done fikewise. It was a memorable family occasion. 

I shall miss his friendly wink when passing to or from the communion rail !

QUESTION TIME IN CHERWELL : A panel of experts representing Cherwell District 
Council, Thames Valley Police and the Primary Care Group of the NHS, chaired by 
District Councillor Paul O'Sullivan, answered a wide range of questions at the Windmill 
Centre on 13 October. Issues relevant to Deddington included the Medical Centre. Dr. 
O'Donnell said that the Centre can handle the large number of patients at present, but if 
numbers rise owing to an increase in patients from Upper Heyford, there will have to be 
a Centre at Upper Heyford. On the 23 low-cost houses to be built on the Hempton 
Road, for which there is a waiting list of 60, Kate Hindle, Head of Housing, said that 
Deddington people on the list will have priority. On traffic, speed limits in Oxon will be 
amended and the 30-mile limit will become standard in every village. There were 
complaints from the floor about the. amount of people who use the Market Place as a 
park-and-ride, and about general lack of parking space. Police action is taken, mainly 
in the form of warnings, on parking and cycling on footpaths. Local beat officers will be

Vive la France! Who is calling the kettle black? As { have said wi 
before, who knows just what imported meat has been fed on and : Morr 2 
what the growing animal has been injected with? The revelations of the last few days 
have shown just how low our partners in the EC will sink to discredit another member's 
produce by setting welfare and hygiene standards for British meat exports when they 
have no intention of keeping to them themselves. How they must laugh at the way our 
Government and its ministers have kowtowed to all their demands and in the process 
have destroyed the livestock industry and brought British agriculture to its knees. The 
French have been caught with their trousers down, but what of the other EC agricultural 
producers? They are very conspicuous by their silence in not condemning the French. 
The one thing that all this EC post-BSE back-stabbing has proved is that with all the 
welfare and hygiene regulations now imposed on the British producer, British meat is now 
the best in the world and must be kept off the market at all costs. As | have said 
before, despite all the advertising blurb it is the consumer who rules, so buy British meat 
fed on British grain, produced by British farmers. Let the Europeans eat their own 
sewage-fed meat. 
The crops are now all planted and some have been sprayed, so for once we are ahead 
of the game, but | don't expect it will last for long.

Another season over! | used to think this was the time when everything in the garden or 
allotment stopped. You could hang up your wellies, forget about the weeding, put your 
feet up and browse through the seed catalogues planning how good everything will be 
next year. Well, it just ain't so - now on our plot anyway. The saying ‘for everything 
there is a season’ just doesn't apply to weeds. They only need the slightest 
encouragement and up they pop, bold as brass. We are trying a new approach this year 
- green manure. The theory is that it swamps the weeds and when ready it is dug in to 
feed the soil. Brilliant. Except, although the green manure is growing,so are the weeds, 
trying to disguise their presence, plus a bit of oil seed rape for added interest. I've 
never understood why the word ‘weedy’ is used to describe something weak or feeble, it 
certainly doesn't describe the things growing on our plot. We must remember that,

PRSOCOCHOSHVOSOOSOEOSO 

SID COAKER M.M. 1919-1999. (This brief piece to mark Armistice Day is from Bill Drake.) 

Some years ago Dr. O’Donnell asked me to visit Sid as he was deaf and claiming a War Disability 

Pension. Since ] was deaf and had jumped through the same hoop, I might be able to help. 

Sid was a builder and lived in Duns Tew. When | met him he was sitting at his kitchen table. On it was 

a yellowed clipping from the Oxford Times, dated early 1945, and a medal in a case. The ribbon 

confirmed that it was a Military Medal. Sid, an amateur soldier with the Territorial Army before the 

war, became a professional in 1939, joining the Royal Engineers as a sapper. He fought in the 

Western Desert campaign and then through Sicily and up into Italy. 

Early in 1945 in northern Italy they came to a canal, heavily mined on the far side. Sid swam the canal 

and neutralised enough of the mines to get the unit across. The mines were then stacked in a 

farmhouse where, in an alcove, Sid was sitting. They exploded and blew him across the room. The 

alcove saved him but others were killed. His ears sang and fifty years later he was deaf. He was 

awarded the M.M. He got his pension. He died on August 27, 1999. 

In November it’s no bad thing to remember, however fleetingly, people like Sid and the millions on 

both sides who suffered the maelstrom of a war not of their making. Most of their names will not be 

on a war memorial.

The distance between them, in fact, is the 
Friends o ie aeda's Wood maximum ., down by the Forestry Authority. However the 
Woodland Trust would in any case plant fairly close, as 

Woodland Officer Jill Butler told me, in order to encourage the more rapid development of a canopy. This in turn 
will discourage rank growth at ground level. 
The thinning will occur by natural selection unless any special problems arise for, unlike a park, this wood is 
intended to evolve as naturally as possible. You may have noticed that a small group of willows in the north-west 
section have been left bowed by prevailing winds. Similarly a willow to the right of the access-to-all path is 
prostrate for less obvious reasons but, untended, is already throwing out shoots from its horizontal trunk. 
This is a good season for noting shapes and proportions. And have you also noticed how the split trunks of the 
more venerable crack willows along the Swere’s banks have become host to other species, especially sycamore and 
ash? Any observations from users of Daeda’s Wood are always welcome. SYLVIE SPENCELEY 338995
